Women Voters League 
Deserving of Support 


Once again, the members of the Menlo Park League 
of Women Voters are embarked on their annual fund- 
raising and, lest we file and forget, a review of some of 
the local organization's activities should be referred to. 

The League isn’t a small “cloakroom” type organiza- 
tion. As their summary shows, they are an effective auxili- 
ary to local government and an important help to any voter 
seeking information about candidates, local government 
organization, or taxes, 

Here, then, are some of the local League’s activities: 

In the fall of 1960 they registered 600 voters; they 
held four candidates meetings during the fall and spring; 
they demonstrated the use of new voting machines; dis- 
tributed up-dated addendum to their booklet, “This is 
Menlo Park,” to the schools where it is used as a local 
government textbook, and wrote, at the request of the 
county board of supervisors, the “pro” arguments for a 
riumber of ballot propositions for a spring election. 

* They presented state candidates at a Menlo Park meet- 
ing, conducted a series of talks on need for revision of the 
state constitution, interviewed state candidates, and gave a 
total of 23 talks, before more than 850 people, on state 
hallot propositions. 

* They cooperated in observance of United Nations Day, 
and staffed information booths concerned with dissemi- 
nating facts about the U.N. at two local business firms. 

As can be seen, this is not a letterhead organization. 
It exists in fact, and functions in the manner for which 
the League of Women Voters was organized. It deserves 
your support.

New Challenge 
For Teachers 


Here as elsewhere across the nation, the schools are in 
the process of opening and, once again, the teacher assumes 
a new importance in the community. 

Time was when the status of a teacher wasn’t very 
high. But although the pay of the instructors of the nation’s 
young has in the past few years been raised to the point 
where educators no longer can be described as underpaid 
baby-sitters, new threats to the attractiveness of the job 


have come into view. 

Elementary school teachers nowadays are thought of 
as professional people, doing a job that is vital to the wel- 
fare of the community. In communities where adults are, 
mainly, thoughtful people, the teacher's lot is being steadily 
improved. 

In less thoughtful communities, however, there are 
those who now believe that a teacher should be all things 
to all people. In the past few months ,for instance, we've 
heard pleas that elementary school teachers be skilled in 
college mathematics, that they speak foreign languages 
fluently and develop a whole host of other skills. 

Add to this the consideration that teachers in any 
school agency can be made to teach a new subject every 
time a new fad comes up, and you discover that anybody 
yoing into the business has to be able to adapt pretty 
rapidly to entirely new systems. 

We doubt if any other business is as vulnerable to 
public desires for change, whether based on ill-considered 
whims or on national need. 

It’s a hazard of the job, but it’s a challenge, too. 


There’s Need for Balance 
In City Government 


Recently, members of the city council accepted a 
couple of easements from land developers, thereby clear- 
ing the way for the start of construction of a $1,000,000 
discount department store here. It will be recalled that, 
earlier, the planning commission turned thumbs down on 
the plan for the proposed store. 

This probably isn’t the last time the planning com- 
mission and council will have appeared to be at odds. It 
certainly wasn't the first. And, we feel, these evidences ot 
differences of opinion are valuable. 

The planning commission is an advisory body the 
actions of which can be overridden by the council. Its 
members are appointed by the mayor with the approval of 
his fellow councihnen. But by taking a stand different 
from that of the council, the planning commission has 
established an individuality and serves notice to the com- 
munity that it’s not a “rubber stamp” group. 

The planners turned back the store plans, in this case, 
because they didn't feel loading platforms were adequate, 
that an easement which they city wanted was being made 
available, and laso because they thought it was not as well- 
placed a building, on its lot, as they would have liked to 
see. 

This is well and good; the planners were considering 
intangibles, largely, and getting things the way they want 
them is not always a bad idea. 

The council, on appeal, reversed the planners. The 
council reserved easements, and took no action to get the 
proposed store moved into the lot where itll be built, rather 
than within six inches of neighboring private dwellings. 

Here, the council had before it legal considerations; 
the planners dealt with consideration somewhat closer to 
the theoretical. 

These points of view should never get out of balance. 
Both of them should be represented.

DEFENDANT SPEAKS 


Editor, the Recorder:

“Readers Speak” column under the signa-

Wide attention also was 
cained by Atherton when the 
town council found that a tree 
house too close to the street 
was illegal. 

One might argue that publi- 
catioa of such stories might 
cive the impression that the 
area is inhabited by somewhat 
erratic people and run by gov- 
ernients that are a little bit 
whimsical, but there aren’t 
really enough stories of this 
type, circulated nationwide, to 
make it sound too much so. 

Stanford Research Institute, 
on the other hand, comes up 
with a story of some scientific- 
ally significant bit of research 
every few weeks, and the date-

line, “Menlo Park,” thereby 
gets associated with truly im- 
portant news. 

Readers of Sunset magazine, 
too, get an impression of Men- 
lo Park, as soon as they realize 
where the magazine is publish- 
ed. That many of them are suf- 
ficiently impressed to want to 
confirm their notions is evi- 
denced by the fact that the pub- 
lishing company attracts about 
50,000 visitors a year to its 
headquarters here. 

Besides generating news 
which will be reprinted else- 
where, this area is an excel- 
Jent source of local news. 


The various city halls, fire 
departments, police offices, 
funeral parlors and _ other 
“news sources” have through 
the years been very coopeia- 
tive with newsgatherers. 

One does not find, for in- 
stance, that there are “political 
machines” that want to funnel 
the news through “authorized 
spokesmen” whose main job is 
to make the news source sound 
more virtuous than it is. > 

Certainly, department heads 
like to give out their own 
news. Local police chiefs and 
fire chiefs would rather talk 
to reporters than delegate that 
job to an underling and report- 
ers are relatively happy with 
this, because the chief is sup- 
posed to know what’s going on 
in his department, whereas un- 
devlings might not have com- 
plete information. 


Happily, the people in this 
area are largely ‘“do-ers.” 
They belong to a lot or or- 
ganizations, support commu- 
nity activity programs in job 
lots, and participate in all 
sorts of events not found in 
large numbers in most com- 
munities. 


Papers are pretty much at 
the mercy of such news sourc- 
es and the only rule to be fol- 
lowed is the one based on the 
realization that there are two 
kinds of people: Those who 
want their names in the paper 
and those who don't. 

After identifying people as 
to which of these categories 
they belong in, and why, one 
can start judging the validity 
of the stories they relate.

Sequoia High 
Was Readied

The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 25 
years ago this week, the fol- 
lowing items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub- 
lished, were news in the 
young community: 


September 18, 1936: 


In preparation for the com- 
ing school year, several altera- 
tions and improvements have 
been made on the Sequoia Un- 
ion High School campus ac- 
cording to A. C. Argo, princi- 
pal. 

Greatest of the improve- 
ments, according to Argo, is 
the addition of 1000 person ca- 
pacity to the bleachers on the 
football field. Due to the fact 
that the old bleachers were not 
large enough to hold all the 
spectators at the big games, 
these were obtained from the 
Belmont race course — at low 
cost—and moved to the school. 

Because of the purchase of 
the bleachers, the jumping and 
pole vault pits are being relo 
cated. 

Among other alterations on 
the Sequoia grounds was the 
placing of the flag pole in front 
of the boys’ gymnasium, as 
well as one at the front en- 
trance, on a pivot and setting 
it in a new concrete foundation. 
This arrangement will enable 
both to be raised and lowered 
with ease. 

(Sequoia High School, at the 
time, served the entire area 
south of Belmont and east of 
Skyline Boulevard.—Ed. )

off policy on the debt-ridden 
field and the facilities. 

All of these requests have 
not come from pilots or plane 
owners but from individuals 
who see a great loss to the 


county. 
County’ Marfager FE. R. Stal- 
lings, who’ recommended 


against thé purchase by the 
county ‘sevétal:' weeks ago, 
agrees that it would be a great 
loss to the county if the airport 
folds. But he is still dubious 
how the financing could be 
worked out. 

The airport and its improve- 
ments are admittedly worth a 
million dollars (in round fig- 
ures) but the county does not 
have the funds. 

The federal government is 
customed to putting up half of 
such airport land purchases, 
but so far this year ‘Congress 
has not passed an airport aid 
bill. 


The airport business is no- 
thing new to the county gov- 
ernment. It owns and oper- 
ates the big airport at Half 
Moon Bay, with improve- 
ments now in of about $100,- 
000. Another $135,000 is ear- 
marked for land purchases to 
extend the runways. 


The county came into owner- 
ship when the federal govern- 
ment gave the land to the coun- 
ty, thus saving huge costs in 
this respect. 

The county stepped in to 
save the Palo Alto Airport 
{rom going under through a 
lease arrangement with Palo 
Alto. The county has put in 
about $60,000 in improvements. 
in the past six years and will 
emortize the entire amount be- 
fore the 12 year contract runs 
out. 

Discussions are now under 
way with Santa Clara county 
for possible county boundary 
changes that would put the air- 
port in Santa Clara county and 
becomes its responsibility. 
About a half million dollars in 
improvements are needed 
there now and our county, offie 
cials see no way in which such 
a debt could be paid off from 
revenues. 


The San Carlos Airport, on 
the other hand, could pay its 
own operating cosis and pay 
for some improvements, Stal- 
lings believes. 


He said the outright pur- 
chase was the stickler. The 
land, 75 acres in all, is weil 
worth the so-called asking 
price. There are approximately 
a quarter million dollars worth 
of improvements. 

He said the county could ney- 
er amortize the costs of land 
and improvements. “It’s a ques- 
tion of whether we should be 
involved,” Stallings said. He 
added a second ‘time that it 
would be a mistake to let the 
airport go to’ some othér devel- 
opment. | 

many cities and counties 
which have let their own. or 
private airports die have ‘sincé 
been sorry and in some cases 
have had to proceed with build- 
ing of new ports. Just what ae- 
tion the board of supervisors 
takes will depend on the study 
discussions now under way. 
Many people agree that the air- 
port should be saved by the 
county and federal govern- 
ment. Others are equally con- 
vinced the county government 
should stay out of the airport 
business.
